The Strandine of the st. Paul Suggests a 
Curtons Analogy. 

The stranding of the great steamship 
St. Paul. which stuck in the sands off the 
New Jersey coast, cannot fail to suggest 
to bibiical students the analagous experi- 
ences of the distinguished apostle whose 
name the ship bears. It is relstel in the 
Acts that =t. Paul embarked on a vessel 
which sailet many days without mishap 
until it came nigh the clty of Lasea. and 
when tn sight of iand the fa:mous preach- 
addressed the seamen, saying: ‘*Sirs. 
I perceive this voyage will be of Luge and 
much damage, net only of the lading and 
ship, but also of our lives.‘’ But the cap- 
tain and his mates paid little heed to the 
prophet and further on tne text declares: 
“Not long after there arose against ita 
tempestous wind called Euroclydon.’’ The 
sailors in those days were not unlike their 
successors and Hoiy Writ declares thar 
“When the ship was caught and could 
not bear up into the wind we let her 
drive."”) The account of the adventure 
proceeds to say that fearing lest they 
should fall into the quicksands they used 
heips undergirding the ship and the next 
day they lightened the vessel.

“The remedial billhas passed the 
second readirg. and Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell stlll stands at the helm of the 
ship of staye.” Grandiloquent words 
“them be.” It takes Robinson, of the 
Times to get off fourteen pounds of flap 
doodle where one would otherwise do, 
when advertisements with coats of arms 
roll in. “The opponents of the govern- 
ment hac hoped to oust the present 
administration (magnificent English 
this) upon this unfortunate school 
question, but all eflorts in this direc- 
tion have proved in vain.” Yes, deed, 
they have; but what about the rest of 
the journey? General'y speaking the 
bridge that breaks in the centre is the 
most dangerous to pedestrians, as they 
then drop where the water is deepest. 
If it transpires that the 25th of April 
rolls around before the bill passes 
through comm ttee and gets the third 
reading, as itin all probability will, 
then the government will have to go to 
the country with their clothes ofl— on 
the merits of this “unfortunate school 
question” pure and simple. How 
then will it be with “the helm of the 
ship of state?” 

Robinson thinks the third reading is 
only a “matter of detail.” It may 
turn out to be one of curtail to the 
man at the helm of the ship of state. 
Supposing, in this conference at Winni- 
peg, the provincial government ccn- 
sents to wholly secularize the schools 
up to 3:30 p.m.; and allows all denom- 

mations access to the pupils after that 
hour. Whatthen? It is quite ap- 
parent the Bishops of Quebec will not 
allow “tne helm of the ship of state” to 
be content with that; they will press 
for more, and their pressure under 
such circumstances will be sure to 
alienate some government supporters 
that voted for the second reading. 
How then will it be with “the helm” 
and the yawning chasm below ? The 
consequences will be more serious than 
those of the conspiracy between C. P. 
Brown, Thomas Greenway and grand- 
iloquent Robinson some years ago to 
deteat the Norquay government.

An Iadian Murderer Will be Shot on 


March 27th. 
Atthe Boggy Creek court ground, in 


the Choctaw nation. Oklahoma, Charles 
Holmes, a iull-blooded Indian, was 
recently convicted of murder and 


sentence:! to be shot on March 27. Holmes 
went to the house ofhis wife's eon-in- 
law. Wilson Natiatabbi, near Stringtown. 
on Nov. 2 last, and while he and his wife 
were ix bedasleep crept into the house 
and with an axe chopped his head open. 
He then forced the wife to go with him, 
threatening to kill her if she refused. 
Sie made her escape, however, and told 
what had happened. 

Hlomez was arrested, and when 
brought to trial wanted to plead guilty, 
but the court would notallow him to do 
so. He will not take an appeal, as he 
says he is guiltv and wants to die. 
According to Choctaw custom the 
condemned is not in prison nor in the 
custody of officers, but will be allowed to 
roamabou at his own will until the 
day of execution, This is an old Jaw of 
the Ckoctaws, and only one case of 
violation ison record. 

On the day of the execution Holmes 
will be dreased in a black robe and 
stationed in the court ground. A tin star 
two inches square will be placed over his 
heart as a target, and he will stand on 
his own cotiic, Twelve Indians, stationed 
thirty paces awav, will shoot at the target. 

Only court attendante will be allowed 
to witness the execution.
